The Board 
held a special meeting Monday of 
last week and the Inspector came 
on the heels of it. Every effort has 
been made to suppress the trouble, 
whatever it was. It is pretty well 
understood that a "sour mash' : of 
some sort exists and that the com- 
missioned officers are at serious 
outs. One set is trying to get rid 
of Dr. Ray and on the other hand 
it is said Dr. Ray iB making an 
honest effort to regulate certain 
abuses, but with poor success.

Right on top of other rumors 
comes the admitted fact that a 
brother of Newton Rideout, of Web 
ster county, had to go to Louisville 
last week and rescue his brother's 
body from the pickling vat o 
medical college. Rideout ' 
caped" from the asylum and sti 
ed to walk borne, a train knocked 
him off the track and killed bit 
Empire. His body was brought 
here and for two days awaited iden 
tification, being finally shipped to 
a medical college.

Chicago, Nov. 12.— The Tribune 
prints the following telegram from 
its Washington correspondent: 

Postmaster General Payne today 
issued an order denying the use of 
the mails to the Whisky Tablet Co. 
215 Lyceum building, Kansas City 
Mo. The company advertised tha 
the tablets when dissolved in wate 
made a substitute for whisky tha 
was even better than the "straight" 
article. The department received 
a number of complaints regarding 
the company, and an inspector was 
assigned to the case who bought a 
box of the tablets and made a tum- 
bler full of the liquor, according to 
directions. He didn't thing much 
of the result, but inasmuch as 
does not confess to being a judge of 
alcoholic liquors— at least not in his 
official reports— he formed an im 
promptu expert commission com- 
posed of a Kentucky Colonel, a 
drummer and a bartender, to pass 
upon the quality of the substitute. 

The members of the commission 
solemnly and successfully tasted 
the contents of the tumbler, 
after they had recovered sufficiently 
to sample a substitute, tbeir con 
elusion was voiced by the Kentuck- 
ian in the statement that "this 
stuff, such, is vile, perfectly vile. 
It bears not the slightest resem 
blance to the genuine article, sub, 
and the man who sells it for a sub- 
stitute should be prosecuted— rig- 
orously prosecuted." 

The other members of the com 
mission concurred in the remarks 
of the chairman and after their con 
elusion that the liquor was not alco- 
holic had been substantiated by ex 
pert testimony of a slightly differ 
ent kitd, the Assistant Attorney 
General decided that the sale of the 
tablets as a whiskey substitute 
C instituted a fraud.

Measuring Corn in the Crib. 

A correspondent of the Indiana 
^armer says he has measured 
housands of bushels of corn by the 
following rule and in cases when it 
afterwards weighed proved 
satisfactory: 

There is no rule by measurement 
that will prove exact, as so much 
depends upon the variety acd qual- 
ity of the corn. Reduce the inside 
measurement of your crib to cubic 
inches, and divide the amount by 
4,300, and your quotient will be the 
number of bushels. The rule is 
based on the fact that there are 
150 cubic inches in a bushel, ig- 
noring a small fraction. We esti- 
ate two bushels of ears for one of 
shelled corn; therefore divide by 
double the amount of cubic inches 
i a bushel, 4,300: and I have al 
ays been willing to buy or sell on 
tis basis where it was impracti- 
cable to weigh. Your crib 20 by 10 
by 5, by this rule, would contain 
401 bushels plus a fraction. " 



Trespass Now n Felony. 

It is not generally known that tin 
lasl legislature made it a felooj 
for any person, under certaiu con 
ditious, to enter upon the posted 
lands of another. The new law 
chapter 22, acts 1902— reads: 

"It shall be unlawful for any p« 
son without the consentofthe own 
thereof, to enter any orchard, gar 
preserve, ginseng garden, or othi 
premises when the same is inclosed 
by a plank, board, wire, picket, 
stone or any other fence, not less 
than seven feet in height, after the 
owner has conspicuously displayed 
on said premises on a board not 
than twelve by twenty-four inches 
in size, the word "posted," and it 
shall be unlawful for any person to 
cut, tear down, burn or otherwise 
injure any such fence enclosing 
such orchard, game preserve, gin- 
seng garden or farm, or other prem- 
ises, aud anyone found guilty of 
violating the provisions of this act 
shall be deemed guilty of a felony, 
and on conviction shall be confined 
in the state penitentiary not less 
than one nor more than three 
years."
